SUPERINTENDING SCHOOL COMMITTEE, 


FOR THE YEAR ENDING 


MARCHE 1, 1885. 


TEACHERS. 


The fortunate selection of teachers is wnqvestionably 
the most important step toward securing prosperous : 
schools. 


In obtaining teachers we would recommend that prefer- 
encé be given to those who have had some special train- . 
ing for their work. The Normal school, academies and 
institutes offer opportunities for this preparation, and 
those availing themselves of those privileges may be ex- 
pected to excel, both in teaching and in school manage- 
ment. 


SCHOOL HOUSES. 


Much needed repairs have been made in the schoo! 
room in Dist. No. 7, and now a neat and comfortable 
room is provided, furnished with modern school furniture. 
This same spirit of improvement must inevitably reach 
other districts ere long. 


DA oe 

But besides keeping these houses in good repair, some: 
little things need to be looked after which add to the 
comfort and taste of the room; such as a more frequent 
use of whitewash for the ceiling and kalsomine or paper 
for the walls; curtains, with curtain fixtures; blackboards 
_ properly painted; an extra chair or two for visitors, and 
hooks for children’s clothing. What would not be tole- 
rated at home should not be tolerated in the school room. 
Attend to the unconscious teaching as well as the con- 
scious. 


MORAL ATMOSPHERE OF THE SCHOOL. 


While healthful influences attend the daily contact of 
scholars, there are evil influences therefrom to be deplor- 
ed. In these days we have a right to expect attention 
to be paid to good morals, good manners, and personal 
neatness; -quarrelling, profanity and vulgarity ought 
not to be tolerated. While all good citizens lament these 
evils, something more positive should be done, both by 
parents and teachers, to counteract and suppress them. 

Teachers, alone, cannot do all that is necessary, but 
with the aid of parents, the moral tone of our schools 
can be greatly improved. 


TEACHERS’ MEETINGS. 


A teachers’ meeting has been held each term under the 
direction of your committee. At these meetings, ques- 
tions on school management, and methods of teaching 
have been freely discussed. Each teacher has been re- 
quested to present written questions to be made the topics 
for the meeting. All share in the discussion in turn. 
Much interest has thus been awakened in school-work ; 
many valuable suggestions have been exchanged and an

acquaintance formed among teachers, helpful and inspir- 
ing. Werecommend that such meetings be held in the 
future, and that all teachers, should be urged to attend. 


BOOK-KEEPING. 


This study has been pursued by some of the older 
scholars. ) 

As now taught by the use of accounts actually kept in 
the ordinary course of business, this study is highly ad- 
_ yantageous to older pupils of both sexes, and we recom- 
mend that it be more generally taken up in connection 
with the Practical Arithmetic. 


PHYSIOLOGY IN SCHOOLS. 


The laws of this State now require the study of Phy- 
sidlogy and Hygiene in all common schools, ‘‘with spec- 
ial reference to the effects of alcoholic stimulants and nar- 
cotics upon the human system.” 


As this law opened a new field for study, it has taken 
time to prepare suitable text books on the subject; but 
several excellent books have now been published, and one 
should be adopted for the next term of schools. 


SCHOLARS AND APPORTIONMENT. 


In addition to the informatiom presented in the Tabu- | 
lar Review of the Schools, we draw from the statement 
published under the signature of the Selectmen, the fol- 
lowing: 

The number of scholars in the town as enumerated in 
1884, is 457, divided in districts as follows :—In Dist. 
No. 1, 31; Nos. 2 and 3, 209; No. 4, 28; No.5, 26; 
No.767:2953 Now 7,26 = No?’8, 716.5 Noi 9,225" Now tee 
ByONo. 115.24 Nov 1251 +" No.°138, 17%} Noi 14,20. 
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The amount raised by vote of the Town at the March 
meeting, for the support of schools, was $2,400. To this 
was added the amount received from the Literary Fund, 
$192 78; making the whole amount of school money 
divided among the districts, $2,592 78. 


REPORTS OF DISTRICTS. 


No. 1. The school of the first term opened well, and 
the closing exercises were interesting, with a large attend- 
ance of visitors. | 

The second term was disturbed and materially injured 
by a spirit of insubordination to which the attention of 
the committee was called. Such manifestation was whol- 
ly unusual in this district, and we are sure will not soon 
appear again. The third term was profitable and in 
every respect satisfactory. 

Nos. 2 and 3 are elsewhere reported. 

No. 4. A teacher wisely selected and retained through 
the year. Earnest, patient and sympathizing, she at once 
wins the affection of her pupils, and interests them in 
the work of the school room. 


No. 5. The teacher of the spring and fall terms en- 
tered upon her work with little practical acquaintance with 
public schools, but with diligence and fidelity she over- 
came this disadvantage, and the school steadily improved 
while she was in charge. 

For the winter term a teacher of experience was secur- 
ed, who by her special qualifications, her conscientious 
and untiring labors, did a valuable work, as the closing 
exercises gave abundant proof, 

No. 6. It is always a pleasure to visit this school. 
The teacher during the first term, by her quiet but effect- 
ive manner, developed the working capacity of the schol- 
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ars, and good progress was made. A class in Mental 
Arithmetie was truly refreshing. 


The other terms were in charge of Miss Imogene Fos- 
ter. It may be sufficient to say that while interested in 
her school, experience will develop more force and effec- 
tiveness. 


No. 7. This school took high rank at once and kept 
it through the year, under the same teacher. With a 
natural aptitude for teaching, with thorough preparation 
and love for her work, her labors were crowned with em- 
inent success. ‘This school is the most advanced of any 
in town outside of the High School. 


No. 8. Peace seems to dwell within the walls of this — 
school house; and even in the hospitable porch, undis- 
turbed by the presenceof’ boys and girls, ‘* The sparrow 
hath found a nest for herself.” Miss Olney had a pleasant 
school during the spring term. Miss Putnam’s well-earn- 
ed reputation as an efficient teacher was fully sustained. 


No. 9. Miss Wood is a teacher fresh in the most re- 
cent modes of school instruction. Her methods of teach- 
ing are adapted to thoroughly develop the mental facul- 
ties. We regret to say that the number in attendance 
was less than it should have been. ‘The full and (except 
as prevented by sickness) constant attendance during the 
term kept by Mr. Judkins, was proof of the interest he 
awakened. We are happy, from our observation of this, 
his first school, to commend his work. 


No. 10. The scholars from this district and Langdon 
were again faithfully and acceptably taught in the home 
school by Miss Lyon. 


No. 11. The commendations of Miss Conroy in pre- 
vious years would only be repeated in a report of the 
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- first term of this school. Miss Olney served the district 
in the falland winter term well and acceptably. Her pa- 
tience and kindly spirit are valuable qualifications.. For 
irregularity of attendance this school stands first. 


No. 18. High commendation is merited for regularity 
of attendance, exceptionally good progress in the studies, 
and the happy relation existing between teacher and pu- 
pils. In retaining Miss Rogers as teacher so long, the 
_ district manifests good judgment and regard for the best 
interests of the school. 

No. 14. This school has been above the average in 
interest, discipline and progress. ‘The examination, by 
its thoroughness and promptness, was much enjoyed.

The 
charts are placed in the North and South Primary 
schools. 


Of these two schools we cannot say more than that the | 


instruction and administration has been faithful and thor- 
ough, asin previous years. The importance of having 
thoroughly qualified teachers for the primary schools has 
been fully proved by our experience with the ladies who 
have them in charge. 


Miss Stoughton, in the Grammar School, needs no 
words of commendation from us, in this community. The 
grateful recognition of her faithful services is not only a 
tribute to her worth as a teacher, but speaks well for the 
good judgment of parents. She has thoroughly prepared 
her A. class to enter the High School next year. 


Of the High School we feel constrained to say that 
irregularity of attendance, and half-time attendance, has 
been a source of injury to its welfare. In other respects 
the year has been profitable, and, on the whole, satisfac- 
tory. We were glad that Mr, Allen could be kept with 
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us so long, but could not expect his continuance, since he 
was qualified to fill a much larger field, such as he now 
occupies. He left the school at the close of the spring 
term. On the evening of June 19th, diplomas were pre- 
sented to the following pupils:—Sarah Isabella Albee ; 
Lou. Edith Dunsmoor; John H. Judkins, and Harriet 
_H. Albee, valedictorian. The graduation of this class 
fitly closed Mr. Allen’s valuable and efficient labors in our 
school. 


Mr. Geo. W. Woodward of the class of 1884, Dart- 
mouth College, entered upon his duties at the beginning 
of the autumn term. ‘The instruction he has given is 
that of a teacher not only qualified by education, but by 
evident preparation for each recitation. His daily re- 
views of previous recitations have greatly- helped to fix 
the lessons in the minds of the scholars. [lis discipline, | 
for a time, was not as strict ag was desirable. But this 
fault is, in great measure, corrected, and we are happy to 
report a prevailing kindly spirit and assiduous attention 


to business.
